Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: the prior art to Nakata et al. teaches a wiping 
device having a cover formed with an access opening. It is noted that the functional limitation "for supporting a second end of the outpu 
shaft during press fit operation" has been given limited patentable weight because an apparatus claim must define over the prior art in 
terms of its structure. It is acknowledged that the prior art does not specifically disclose the opening in the cover member being used to 
support the output shaft during a press fit operation, however the prior art teaches the structural feature of an access opening. Further, 
is noted the access opening of Nakata et al. can be used to support the output shaft. Accordingly, the claims stand rejected as describe 
in the Final Rejection. 
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
